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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The art of 
record US Patent 5,814,064 to Daniel et al and International Application WO 99/22673 to 
Gray et al are the closest of record. Figure 17B of Daniel et al is the closest species to the 
claims, however it fails to show a "support hoop" and it having an "articulation region". 
Element 220 cannot be considered a hoop since it is actually the end portion of the 
permeable sac and not a separate element. The Gray et al reference also fail to disclose a 
support hoop and an articulation region. Both of the references fail to teach a delivery 
sheath having a proximally facing cavity to receive said support hoop. 

For these reasons, the claims are believed to allowable over the art of record.
